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INTERSTATE SANITARY DISTRICTS. 

In tlic interest of cooperation with State health authorities as an 
aid to the enforcement of the interstate quarantine laws and regula- 
tions the Secretary of the Treasury, on February 12, 1917, revised the 
interstate sanitary districts so that they follow State boundaries. 
Under this revision the interstate sanitary districts are as follows: 

District qftJie North Atlajitic. — Maine, New Hampshire, Massachu- 
setts, Vermont, Rhode Island, and Comi'ecticut. 

District of the Mid-Ailantic. — New York, Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sey, Delaware, Maryland, and the District of Columbia. 

District of the Ohio. — ^^''irginia, North Carolina, West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, and Tennessee. 

District of the South Atlantic. — South Carolijia, Georgia, and Florida. 

Distinct of the Great Lakes. — Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, Wis- 
consin, and Minnesota, together with jurisdiction over vessels oper- 
ating on all of the Great Lakes and the St. Lawrence River, and on 
the Mississippi River and its tributaries north of Cairo, lU., and the 
Ohio River and its tributaries between Cairo, lU., and Pittsburgh, 
Pa. 

District of the Upper Missouri. — Montana, North Dakota, and 
South' Dakota. 

District of the Missouri. — Nebraska, Iowa, Kansas, and Missouri. 

District of the Gvlf. — Oklahoma, Arkansas, Louisiana, Alabama, 
and Mississippi. 

District of the Roclcy Mountains.— IJiSih., Wyoming, and Colorado. 

District of the Rio Grande.— Ai\zor\.&, New Mexico, and Texas. 

District of the North Pacific. — Washington, Oregon, and Idaho. 

District of the Pacific. — California and Nevada.
